PUT IT UPON RECORD 


D 


URING the last pi esidential campaign it will be re- 
membered that considerable stress was laid upon 


the autfiorship or originator of the idea of government 
control of irrigation. The friends of Senator Newlands 
stoutly contended that an attempt was being made to rob 
him of the credit which was due for his years of labor 
in this direction and to give it to President Roosevelt and 
the Republican parts'. Secretary Shaw and Vice President 
-Fairbanks both dwelt at considerable length upon the 
subject in their campaign speeches, especially in the 
western states, though it can hardly be said they suc- 
^ceeded in divorcing Mr. Newlands name from the meas- 
f^ure except in the minds of those -oho wished to find an 


excuse for their desertion of Senator Newlands and the 
Democratic party. It .was not denied that the measure 
was known by no other title than that of the Newlands 
Irrigation Law until it was found to be an epoch-making 
success and one of the most brilliant examples of con- 
structive legislation ever conceived. Then it was that an 
attempt was made for political purposes to give credit 
to the party in power, notwithstanding the measure wa=! 
passed by Democratic votes in the face of the opposition 
PC the leaders of the dominant party in both houses of 
totigress.

Elsewhere irt today's Journal will be found an address 


delivered by Hon. William E. Smythe of San Diego, Cal., 
on another measure that is destined to rival in national 
importance even the national Irrlg-ation law. Our readers 
are reminded that there never need be any dispute in the 
future over the authorship of this measure if this issue 
Is preserved'for reference. The measure may or may not 
be finally adopted as the policy of the United States in 
dealing with the greatest economic problem of the age, 
the railroad question; if adopted in an amended form it 
may or may not place to the credit of Nevada and her 
foremost citizen another historic piece of constructive 
Statesmanship, but in any event Senator Newlands is now 
the undisputed author of this measure or plan of railroad 
regulation, and his friends would like to say this now and 
put it upon record, so that hereafter no one can suc- 
cessfully rise to dispute the fact. 


It cannot be said that the ad-lress of Mr. Smythe was 


Instigated by Senator Newlands, for the reason that at 
this writing that gentleman is on the other side of the 
world and is not likely to learn of it for weelcs or even 
months,,and again, at this time no one has even by the 
slightest intimation attempted to claim a priority of the 
plan. But his friends in Nevada, California and through- 
out the United States are proud of the capacity for initia- 
tive and leadership he has shown in advanced though 
on national questions and believe that he occupies a posi 
tion in the front rank of American statesmen -nho wil 
render important seivice to the nation in shaping future 
legislation, and are desirous at this time of fixing for al 
time his unquestioned right to the credit of devising a 
plan for solving the most important and vexing problem 
before the people today. 


To attempt to explain in full the measure designed by

There would be no incentive 
to Increase the income fit the properties over this amount 
tor the reason that the dividends are fixed and no"amount 
if manipulation of rates could add a dollar to the earn- 
\gs of the stockholders. This freedom from competition 
roud relieve the railroad management from the distress- 


tng fear of cut rates of rival roads and permit them to 
levote their entire time and attention to a betterment of 
Ihe facilities for transportation, 
while the 
stockholder 


tv-ouia be guaranteed a 
safe and 
sound investment. 


Another feature is the elimination of the railroad tax 
iroblem. This will be taken in charge by the nation and 
proceeds divided equally among the several states "and 
territories in such manner that each will get far more 
nan they now receive without the trouble or expense of

than the taxation of corporation prop- 
erty. Under the present system, rail- 
roads are taxed in forty-five states 
and ten thousand local commut ities. 
Tou cannot get a. scientific basis for 
rate regulation until the power that 
fixes the rates is also 'the power that 
fixes the taxes. And you cannot get 
rid of corruption so long as taxes are 
subject tp yearly change by elected 
officials. \ 
Senator Newlands proposes that the 


power of taxation over interstate rail- 
roads shall be taken from states and 
local communities and vested in the 
nation. He proposes that the taxes 
shall be fixed once for all, and that 
they shall be five per cent upon 'the 
gross receipts. This is an increase of
